This program is devised to meet the needs of the IAC agencies as 
previously expressed by their representatives on the Subcommittee for 
the Exploitation of Foreign Language Publications and as modified 
through subsequent operational liaison with IAC analysts. 

To the extent possible, the program includes reporting on all 
pertinent announcements and decrees in the designated fields with 
due regard being given to FBIS, legation, and other reporting. 

The sources covered by the program include central and available 
provincial newspapers of the respective Eastern European countries, 
selected periodicals dealing with the subjects indicated, and selected 
non-orbit serial publications. 

Results of the exploitation program are published in the following 
scheduled and unscheduled reports: Weekly Economic Information Report 
on Eastern Europe, Political and Sociological Information Report on 
Eastern Europe, Military Information Report on Eastern Europe, 

Selected Briefs from the International Press, Science News Items, and 
Biographic Cards.

The following changes in, or additions to, the FDD program, desire 
for which has been expressed by components of the intelligence community, 
would require re a l l ocations or additions of manpower which would affect 
reporting in the program as presently constituted. 

I. Economic, Political and Sociological 

A. Elimination of FDD responsibility for East European newspaper 
coverage. 

It has been suggested by a State Department analyst that the 
FDD Weekly Economic Information Report on Eastern Europe and the FDD 
Political and Sociological Information Report on Eastern Europe 
are largely duplications of Department of State Press Summaries and 
the FBIS Daily Report, Foreign Radio Broadcasts, USSR and Eastern 
Europe, and that FDD should limit its exploitation effort on East 
European publications to periodicals. 


It is FDD 0 a view that it could not meet the requirements of the 
intelligence community for military, industrial, trade, internal 
security, scientific, and biographic information on Eastern Europe 
if newspaper exploitation were eliminated from its program for 
Eastern Europe. 

Release of FDD from the responsibility of East European newspaper 
exploitation would, however, release manpower for B, below. 
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B. Exploitation of monographs, originating in or pertaining to, 
the East European countries. 

Exploitation would result in the publication of abstracts, 
descriptive of the content of the monographs and designed to inform 
the intelligence community of the availability of intelligence 
information in monograph form. Exploitation or research in the 
original monographic literature would be undertaken only on the 
specific request of an analyst. 
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
